1 . The restricition requirement mailed 4 September 2002 is vacated because it was based on 
cancelled claims.

Group I, claim(s) 12-18, 20, and 23, drawn to an in vivo method of inducing the death of 
undesirable cells and/or stimulate an immune response comprising administering a substance that 
promotes PML targeting to nuclear bodies and/or its stabilization and the PML protein and/or an 
agent that induces the overexpression of the PML protein, and a kit. 

Group II, claim(s) 19 and 23-25, drawn to an in vivo method of inducing the death of undesirable 
cells and/or stimulate an immune response comprising administering an arsenic compound, 
capase inhibitors or substrates and interferon and a kit. 

Group III, claim(s) 21 and 23, drawn to an in vitro method of inducing the death of undesirable 
cells by contacting undesireable cells with an arsenic compound, capase inhibitors or substrates 
and a substance associated with the PML protein and/or an agent that induces the expression of 
the PML protein and a kit. 

Group IV, claim(s) 22-23, drawn to a pharmaceutical composition containing at least one capase 
inhibitor and/or arsenic or a compound having the same biological properties as arsenic, and/or 
PML or an agent inducing the overexpression of PML and a kit. 



3. The inventions listed as Groups I-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

Inventions I-IV have been found by the examiner to have no special technical feature that 
defined a contribution over the prior art because Zhu, et al., (Proc Natl Acad Sci U S A 1997 Apr 
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15;94(8):3978-83) teach arsenic-induced PML targeting for the treatment of acute promyelocyt 
leukemia. Since the inventions do not contribute a special technical feature when viewed 
the prior art, they do not have a single inventive concept and lack unity of invention.
